SUBJECT: Document Request from Department of Justice (U) 


1. The attached letter of request for Agency documents 
from the Office of Special Investigations, DOJ, was recently 
clarified by the Department of Justice. We are now informed 
by the Office of Special Investigations that the requested 
documents are critical, if not necessary, to the successful 
prosecution of a pending denaturalization suit against 
Tschefim Soobzokov. The request for documents "available 
for our use" then, is actually a request for documents to 

be used as evidence in the Government's case in chief . 

Inasmuch as Justice has already filed the complaint in this 
suit, and expect discovery to begin at any time, they are 
now pressing for an early answer to this request. The request 
for documents includes both DDO and OS material (items 3 and 6 
are OS reports of a polygraph interview). (C) 

2. Assuming, for the sake of argument, that the DDO 
will agree to a limited disclosure of its relationship with 
Soobzokov, a question still remains as to whether your 
Office would object to the use of your documents at trial. 

For the document to be used, it can only be introduced after 
laying a sufficient foundation, a step that must identify 
the source of the document as CIA, and will most likely 
identify the author of the document. However, it may be 
possible to limit further disclosure to one of the following 
scenarios: 


a. The document is introduced as a record of a 

conversation made during the normal course of 
business by an Agency officer. 
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b. The document is introduced as a record of 
an interview made by a Security Officer of 
the Agency. The authenticity of the document 
would be proved by the custodian of the 
records of the Office of Security. 

c. The document is introduced as a record of an 
official interview made by a Security Officer 
of the Agency. The authenticity of the 
document proved by the author. 

d. The document introduced as the record of the 
observations of a polygraph examiner made in 
the course of a polygraph investigation, 
authenticated either by the custodian of 
records orthe author. 

The admissibility, and hence the potential usefulness of 
the requested documents is enhanced as more detail surround- 
ing the origin of the document is introduced. Accordingly, 
aur ability to provide such information for use at trial 
will probably make or break the Government's case on the 
Court's relying on this material. (C) 

3. This is not to suggest that we should forsake our 
valid interests for the sake of this prosecution. 1 
ask that you consider the possibility of releasing these 
documents for use at trial, under a scenario similar to the 
ones discussed above, and inform the Office of your position. 
I am available to discuss this matter with you or members of 
your staff at any time. I have already discussed this 
matter in some detail with !Z • 3 OS/SAG. (C)

2. The document dated Noventoer 14, 1944 which refers to 
Socbzokov as a Military Ccramander. (This dxrunent is 
in Hungarian and has en English translation.) 

3. The polygraph report of March 9, 1953. 

4. The interrogation report of February 23, 1956. 

5. Socbzokov 's biography dated October 1959. 

6. The polygraph report of Decotber 14, 1959.
